HOW MEMBERS OF CONGRESS 
ARE APPOINTED. 

Tur apportionment of members of Con- 
gress is made iu the following manner: 
When the complete returns of the censas 
stall have been returned to the depart- 
ment of the interior, it will be the dut 
of the chief of that bureau to divide the 
whole number of free persons and three 
fifths of all other persons (slaves) by 233 
the highest number of members allowed 
under the act of Congress of May, 1889 
tion to one member. This ratio is em- 
ployed in fixing the representation of euch 
state of the confederacy. 

Of course there will be some loss by the 
fractions remaining in the several states. 
To remedy this deficiency, and raise the 
representation of the country to its maxi- 
mun|—233—those states having the larg- 
est fractions will be assigned an addition- 
al member.

wisely provided that the time shall be 
fixed in the notice for the appearance of 
the defendant. This is necessary in order 
to give him Opportunity to prepare for 
trial, aud to inform him of the precise day 
on which to appear with his witnesses. 
The place also is omitted. This could 
not be done without a direct violation of 
the law. The statute is peremptory, and 
must be complied with. All territorial 
legislation, not in conflict with the Con- 
stitution of the United States, or acts of 
Congress, should be observed aud obeyed 
by the courts; and they have wo right in 
administering the laws to disregard or set 
it at defiance. We have no hesitation in 
saying that the court erred in overruling 
the motion to dismiss the writ. If the de- 
fendant had appeared and pleaded with- 
out first interposing the motion, the case 
would be entirely different; but such was 
not the fact, and his motion was well 
taken 

But the great question before as, aud 
the one that has been argned with much 
ability is, whether the jndge, under the 
then existing territorial laws, bad any 
right to hold the court at all. We have 
hesitated much before pronouncing a de- 
cision which strikes at the rery existence 
of the court, and would willingly avoid a 
judgment which renders the decree of the 
court below coram non judice, But it is 
the duty of this court to declare the law 
as it is, without being influeuced by sup- 
posed consequences, however scrious or 
startling in their character. 

Fortunately the record of the appeal 
vow under consideration, is the only ove 
from the 2d district, which properly pre- 
sents the question of the right of the 
judge to hold the court. In the other 
cascs, no objection was made at the 
right time, and no principle of law 
is better settled, than, that in all 
courts of general original jurisdiction, if 
the defendant pleads, he admits the juris- 
diction, unless the record itself shows the 
proceedings to have been coram non judice, 
The objection to the jurisdiction must be 
first raised in the court below, or it can- 
uot be considered in this court, unless the 
want of power to bear and determine is 
clearly apparent upon the record, Can- 
dill vs. Thorp, 1; G. Greene, 95; 1 Mor- 
ris, 156,438; 2 Seam, 264,279,544; Bridg- 
mand ys. Wogleet, 4 G. Green, 563. 
The bill of exceptions in this case fully 
presents the question, It was objected 
that the court had no jurisdiction to ren- 
der judgment, because there was no au- 
thority of law for holding a special term 
of court, and because said court was held 
at Carson City inplace of Genoa, the county 
seat of said county, By the act approved 
January 19, 1855, R. L. p. 258, see. 4, 
itis provided that upon petition of not 
less than one hundred legul voters and 
tax-payers residing in any judicial district, 
the judge of said district shall bold a 
special session Of court at the time and 
place specified im the petition; unless a 
reinonstrance of like number be seasonably 
presented. As the record discloses the 
fact that the court was one of special ses- 
sion, and convened at a place other than 
the county seat, it undoubtedly follows 
that it was held by virtue of the au- 
thority conferred by this statute. The 
legislature, however, at a subsequent ses- 
sion, passed an act approved January 21, 
1859, empowering the district court to sit 
at the county seat of any county within 
its district to try causes arising in such 
county, whenever three-feartls of the elec- 
tors in said county should, in writing, to 
that effect, signed by them, petition the 
judge of the district to hold a term of 
court in said county; provided that the 
county court of said county make prori- 
sion to defray the expenses of said district 
court. This act contains a repealing 
clause. L. 1858-9; p. 8: sec. 14, 17. 

Two questions are presented by the as- 
signment of error and argument: 

First. Whether the prior law is repealed 
by the subsequent one, and Second, whe- 
ther the legislature has the constitutional 
right, under the Organic Act, to provide 
in this way for holding courts. 

Are these acts in conflict? Both are 
intended for the same object, to wit: to 
provide for holding courts; and if both 
cannot be sustained, the first Jaw must 
fall. It provides that u special term of 
court may be held at the time and place 
meutioved in the petition of one hundred 
legal voters aud taxpayers of the district.

It is enacted that the Territory

Thi⸗ 
construction is apparent, withont the aid 
of the 16th sec., but as if to prevent any 
doubt on this sabject, it is nere farther 
provided, after giving the Governor the 
temporary right, until otherwise provid- 
ed by law,” to define the jriicial districts, 
and assign the judges to the kame, that 
the Legislative Assembly, at their first, 
or any subsequent session, may organize, 
alter or modify such judicial districts, and 
assign the jodges aud alter the times and 
places of holding court. 

The legislature is designated by Con- 
gress to fix the time and places. ‘This 
power is entrusted no where else, and it 
belongs to it exclusively, without the right 
of delegation. The power thus granted 
cannot be conferred. Congress has pro- 
vided what the legislature may do, ‘‘fix 
the time and places for holding courts,” 
aud the legislature have no right to say 
the citizen may fix the time and place, 
thereby authorizing him to perform legis- 
lative functions, and to do that which the 
levislature is alone authorized todo. But 
the “time and place must be prescribed 
by law.” IIow are they prescribed by 
law, if done by a petition of ove hundred 
citizens? We are unable to discover what 
analogy this bears, either to the form 
or ingredients of law. The petition cer- 
tainly is not law. The time and place 
fixed in the petition are destitute of the 
appearance of law. It is a well settled 
principle, recognized and adopted by the 
highest courts of the coutry, that the leg- 
islature cannot delegate its powers, or 
even provide fora law to take effect bs 
a vote of the people. If sach are the 
adjudicatious, if the most solemn legisla- 
tive enactments cannot become operative, 
when left to, and receiving the sanction of, 
the people, depending upon this contingen- 
cy, the source of all power in a republi- 
can government, with how mach more 
force of logic can it be said, that when 
the lecislature is alone authorized to fix 
the time and places of holding courts by 
law, that it cannot enact that such time 
and places may be fixed by the citizen. 
If the legislature can clothe one hundred 
citizens with this power, it follows as a 
legul and logical deduction that it can se- 
lect asingle individual and clothe him 
with the same power; and the strange 
spectacle would be presented of courts, 
officers and suitors becoming subject to 
the enprice of cne man. This is the re- 
sult if the right to delegate is conceded. 
We deny such right, and declare the act 
of 1855, under which the court was held, 
when it rendered judgment in this case, in 
conflict with the Organic Act, and void: 

Thus far we have not referred to the 
supplemental acts of Congress, passed in 
1856, and 1858, as the court below was 
not held by authority of cither of them. 

The actof 1856, provides for the judges 
of the Supreme Court to fix a time and 
place in each of the districts, for holding 
courts, which, when taken in connection 
with the Organic Act, and the subsequent 
act of 1858, we hold to couſer authority 
only for holding federal eourts fur the dis- 
triets. 

The act of 1858 authorizes the Judges 
to hold courts in the counties within their 
respective districts, wherein, by the laws 
of the Territories, courts have been, or 
may be established, for the purpose of 
hearing and determining cases other than 
those urising uoder the laws of the United 
States, 1 provides that the United 
States shall in no manner be chargeable 
with the expenses thereof. 

This law was passed to provide for 
bolding courts in counties, confining such 
courts entirely to the trial and determina- 
tion of euses arising onder the territorial 
laws. But it will be observed that such 
courts must be established by territorial 
laws. There is nothing in this law in 
derogation of that clause of the Organic 
Act, which requires the time and place 
to be prescribed by law, but rather in 
affirmation of that provision. 
these acts of Congress can be cited in 
support of the judgment, as appears from 
the record the court was sitting as a ter-
